We  specialize  in  the  items  listed,  and  in 
locating  desirable  virgin  areas  of  superior 
stock,  necessity  took  us  to  the  mountains  of 
West  Virginia,  Virginia  and  North  Carolina. 
It  is  an  unfounded  notion  that  plants  col- 
lected at  an  altitude  of  2500  to  5000  feet  in 
the  Southern  Appalachian  range  are  not 
hardy;  90%  of  our  business  for  years  past 
has  been  from  that  section. 

The  collecting  business  is  not  a side  issue 
with  us,  as  with  many  collectors  who  are 
storekeepers,  lumbermen  or  whose  collecting 
territory  is  limited  to  the  section  adjacent  to 
their  places  of  business.  We  maintain  or- 
ganizations in  the  sections  where  these  plants 
luxuriate,  and  grow  in  an  abundance  that 
gives  opportunity  for  a discriminating  selec- 
tion. 

uur  facilities  are  not  equalled  by  other 
collectors,  and  all  our  efforts  are  devoted  to 
Rhododendrons,  Kalmia  and  Azaleas. 


Difficulty  in  securing  labor  and  teams  in 
the  past  couple  years,  has  prevented  our  ac- 
ceptance of  orders  for  Upland  Peat,  but  we 
- are  prepared  to  accept  orders  for  July  or 
August  delivery,  at  which  time,  usually,  there 
is  the  minimum  of  moisture  in  the  material. 
Orders  for  time  other  than  stated  will  require 
special  determination,  but  we  trust  our  custo- 
mers will  co-operate  for  the  mid-summer  ship- 
ments, as  it  will  be  to  our  mutual  interest.

We  are  engaged  in  the  cultivation  of 
transplanted  collected  Native  Rhododendron, 
ivalmia,  Azalea,  Andromeda  Floribunda, 
Leucothoe  Catesbaei,  and  from  roots  and 
seedlings  of  such  plants. 

In  our  search  for  collected  material,  we 
often  find  specmens  which  should  not  remain 
in  their  secluded  habitat,  but  as  frequently 
happens  we  have  no  order  that  these  plants  fit 
at  that  particular  time,  therefore  have  been 
compelled  to  leave  them. 

We  note  these  plants,  and  at  our  dull 
season,  collect  and  ship  them  to  our  Nursery 
at  Stroudsburg,  Pa.,  to  the  end  that  after  two 
years  for  new  root  growth,  our  customers 
can  have  the  opportunity  to  secure  them. 

We  plan  to  accumulate  and  maintain  a 
large  stock  so  that  any  quantity  or  size  is 
available. 

The  prospective  buyer  can  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  see  the  stock  before  buying,  if  he 
so  wishes,  and  with  no  great  loss  of  time.

IMPORTANT  REMINDERS 


Shipments  from  North  Carolina  and  Vir- 
ginia can  commence  about  March  15th;  from 
West  Virginia,  April  1st;  and  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, about  April  15th,  or  as  soon  as  ground 
in  the  mountains  is  sufficiently  free  from  frost 
to  permit  of  digging. 

We  particuarly  advise  placing  orders 
early  to  be  packed  in  as  few  cars  as  prac- 
ticable. 

The  earlier  an  order  is  placed,  the  sooner 
it  can  be  shipped,  as  orders  are  filled  in  the 
rotation  of  their  receipt,  and  not  from  date  of 
inquiries.  The  fairness  of  this  is  manifest. 
It  is  a great  advantage  to  the  purchaser  and 
to  the  collector  to  have  orders  booked  as  far 
in  advance  of  the  digging  season  as  possible. 

All  claims  must  be  made  upon  receipt  of 
goods,  or  at  time  of  planting.  After  being 
receipted  for  by  R.  R.  Co.,  we  can  assume  no 
responsibility  for  their  delivery,  or  any  injury 
caused  by  delay  in  transit. 

One  per  cent  discount  allowed  for  pay- 
ment in  30  days  from  date  of  invoice,  if  not, 
interest  thereafter  will  be  char.ged.  We  re- 
serve the  right  to  cancel  orders  should  finan- 
cial reports  of  a customer  prove  unsatisfac- 
tory.
